Marc Trouyet, Consul 
General de France, pre¬ 
sented the medal to the Sec¬ 
ond World War veteran dur¬ 
ing a ceremony held at Royal 
Canadian Legion Branch 
71 last Thursday afternoon. 
Andrews' family, friends, fel¬ 
low veterans and political 
dignitaries including Mayor 
Wayne Redekop and MPP 


Wayne Gates also attended 
the event. 

70th anniversary of D-Day, 
Trouyet said the French gov¬ 
ernment decided to present 

Canadian veterans that par¬ 
ticipated in D-Day opera- 

It is the highest-rank¬ 
ing decoration in France, 
which is usuaUy awarded to 

it is sometimes given to indi¬ 
viduals from other countries 
that have served France. 

“The Legion d'Honneur 
is the highest decoration we 
can bestow, it is the equiva¬ 
lent of the Order of Canada,” 
Trouyet said. 

Trouyet said giving the 
medal to Canadian veter¬ 


ans is meant to recognize 
the efforts and the sacrifice 
of a generation that went to 
France to free its citizens- 
from tyranny. 

“You came to help the peo¬ 
ple of France to gain freedom 
from tyranny and terror,” 
Trouyet said.

Both countries continue to 
enjoy a very special relation¬ 
ship, he said. 

“The French people will 


never forget the boundless 
bravery from these Cana- 

Normandy landings to help 
restore our freedom.” 

Andrews enlisted in the 
Canadian Forces on June 
24,1940. He joined 16 other 
men who rode in the back 
of a pick-up truck from Fort 
Erie to the armoury in Nia¬ 
gara Falls. 

Andrews would go on to 
train as a signaller at sites 
that include Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and British Columbia. 
He was stationed in England 
before he landed in Nor¬ 
mandy in early June 1944. 


“As a signaller, my father, 
who was responsible for 
communications in the field, 
often found himself in the 
middle of front line combat," 
Chris Andrews said. 

Less than two months 
after landing in Normandy, 
Andrews was wounded for 
the first time on Aug. 10, 
1944, blasted by shrapnel. 

“If not for his mobile 18-set 
radio on his back, he may not 
be here with us today," his 

While recovering in hos¬ 
pital in England, Andrews 
couldn’t wait to get back with 
his regiment. 


He was injured for a sec¬ 
ond time when “he and his 
comrades came across an 
improvised explosive device,” 
which exploded in his hands 
while he examined it. 

“This event on March 12, 
1945 marked the end of his 
campaign in combat.” 

Chris Andrews said his 
father was flown back to 
England where he recov¬ 
ered in hospital until he 
returned to Canada in June 
1945. 

He was formally dis¬ 
charged on Aug. 10,1945.

Long wait takes edge 
off GO train news 


I t's not an all-systems-go GO, but 
a slow GO is better than a no-GO. 
You know? 

Considering the excited talk by 
some politicians from around the 
region in the lead-up to this, last 
Tuesday’s confirmation by the 
provincial government that GO 
trains will roll into Niagara — but 
not until 2021 — was good news, 
but it felt a little like a letdown, too. 

And it won’t reach Niagara Falls 
until 2023, seven years from now. 

The province says it needs to 
add 30 kilometres of new track, 
improve some of the existing track, 
build a new station on Casablanca 
Boulevard in Grimsby and upgrade 
the existing stations in St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls. 

It needs to add new trains, too, and 
probably hire some new staff. 

A person on the street might read 
that and say: “Yeah, but the track 
is already there. The stations are 
already there. What are they waiting 
for?" 

Good question. 

Niagara Falls has been receiving 
summer GO train service for several 
years now. It isn’t perfect — the 
canal still poses a problem time-wise 
— but the trip does work. 

Why not start regular service now, 
or even next year, and improve it 
over time? 

The province’s answer is that 
GO needs to negotiate with CN for 
permission to use its rail lines during 
the week. 

Those lines are used by CN trains 
to haul freight, and apparently 
it’s one thing to use them on the 
weekend but quite another to do so 


during the week. 

And the change in plan to have 
Niagara trains connect to the still- 
unbuilt Confederation station in 
Hamilton, rather than the existing 
lames Street North one, requires 
more time and new track. 

So, fair enough. 

But five or seven years? 

That’s at least one provincial 
election away, possibly more. Most 
of the politicians currently in office 
locally and provincially will have 
moved on by then. 

That’s way too much time for 
things to happen — economies 
could tank and government 
priorities might change. 

And there was no cost estimate 
revealed Tuesday. That’s a definite 
concern. 

So, it will take some patience to 
wait for these trains. 

When it does come, regular GO 
train service has the potential to be 
a huge boost for tourism. 

It will tap into the Toronto market 
like never before, allow travellers to 
bypass the Burlington bottleneck on 
the QEW and avoid that inevitable 
long line of stranded cars coming 
into Niagara every weekend. 

As well, it will make Niagara an 
even more attractive place to live for 
people who currently pay exorbitant 
mortgage rates in the GTA and want 
to escape without moving off to the 
hinterlands. 

Five years (and seven for Niagara 
Falls) is a long, long time to wait. 

At the end of the day, however, the 
prize is worth the wait.

supports that an attitude of 
gratitude is good for you.

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Redekop disappointed 
over approval of 
Waukesha water 
diversion application

Mayor Wayne Redekop 
said he was disappointed to 
learn eight U.S. governors 
approved an application on 
lune 21, allowing a Wiscon¬ 
sin City access to the Great 
Lakes water basin. 

Redekop was among 
elected officials from across 
the Great Lakes and St. Law¬ 
rence Basin that gathered 
in Niagara Falls, NY for the 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence 
Cities Inatiative's (GLSCI) 
annual meeting and confer¬ 
ence held June 16 in advance 
of the decision. 

He joined elected officials 
as they spoke out in oppo¬ 
sition to the City of Wauke¬ 
sha’s application to divert 
water out of the Great Lakes 

'There are so many aspects 


that are wrong with this deci¬ 
sion,” the mayor said. 

“In my opinion this is very 
short-sighted.” 

According to Redekop, 
this decision “sets a danger¬ 
ous precedent" that threat¬ 
ens the "long-term viability 
of the Great Lakes basin” and 
could lead to more U.S. and 
Canadian towns and cities 
surrounding the basin that 
could qualify for Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence water. 

“Who is to say the next 
application or request won’t 
be granted?,” he said. 

“Water levels will be 
returned through a water 
treatment process but we 
won’t know if it’s the same 

In February, Redekop said 
the Town of Fort Erie sup¬ 
ported a resolution of the 
GLSCI and reaffirmed Fort 
Erie’s commitment to the 


protection of water resources 
by “urging governors and the 
premiers of the Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence basin to 
reject the application from 
the City of Waukesha to 
divert water out of the Great 
Lakes basin.” 

“I believe the next step is 
for the Town of Fort Erie to 
pass a resolution to express 
our disappointment and 
encourage the Premier 
(Kathleen Wynne) not to 
support this),” he said. 

The GLSCI is a bina¬ 
tional coalition of 123 may¬ 
ors and other local officials 
that works with the federal, 
state, provincial, tribal and 
First Nations governments to 
advance the protection and 
restoration of the Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence River.

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Three people rescued from Lake 
Erie; Boaters had to cling to 
capsized catamaran for more 
than an hour 



Three people, including 
one showing signs of shock 
and possible hypothermia, 
were rescued Saturday more 
than a kilometre offshore 
after high waves capsized 
their catamaran in Lake Erie. 

Port Colbome Marine Aux¬ 
iliary Rescue (POCOMAR) 
volunteers managed to save 
the three, all of whom were 
wearing lifejackets, but were 
unable to tow their boat to 

“There just wasn’t enough 
time because of the wind 
direction and heading,” said 
Sheila Lindsey, coxswain on 
POCOMAR's largest rescue 
boat. 

"We ran out of water 
underneath the boat." 

Rescuers, who responded 
to a 911 call from shore 
shortly before 5 p.m., found 
the people clinging to the 
capsized vessel. They had 
been in the water for nearly 
an hour, Lindsey said. 

It was POCOMAR’s 19th 
call of the season and one of 
its most difficult. Waves as 
high as 2.5 metres and winds 
gusting to 50 km/h made it 
difficult to approach the cat¬ 
amaran. 

Lindsey called the rescue 
one of the most challenging 
ones yet. 

“The crew on board did 


a phenomenal job. We just 
implemented our training,’’ 
she said. 

Volunteers Bill Gearheart, 
Dave Johnson and Dave 

cue boat along with Lindsey 
and unit commander Norm 
Dashwood. 

The reports made to 911 
stated people on shore said 
the catamaran capsized 
somewhere between Sug- 
arloaf Point and Morgan’s 
Point. 

“When we arrived on 
scene, we spotted all three 
people holding on,” Lindsey 
said. 

“We were able to get all 
three people safely onboard, 
but couldn't safely tow the 
catamaran." 

She said with one person 
showing signs of possible 
hypothermia after prolonged 
exposure to the 19°C water, 
the priority was returning to 
shore and getting medical

The Canadian Coast Guard 
station in Prescott, Ont., 
south of Ottawa, relayed a 
message to the Joint Res¬ 
cue Co-ordination Centre 
in Trenton asking for Nia¬ 
gara EMS paramedics to 
meet the rescue vessel at the 
boat launch at H.H. Knoll 


Lakeview Park in Port Col- 


POCOMAR volunteers 
went back for the catamaran 
after the three people were 
transferred into the care of 
paramedics, but by then it 
was too late. By the time, the 
rescue vessel arrived on the 
scene the catamaran had 
drifted into the west end of a 
breakwall and was up against 

'We couldn't do anything,” 
Lindsey said. 

“We had to leave it there 
unfortunately.” 


second call of the day for the 
unit. Volunteers were dis¬ 
patched to a report of a boat 
being hung up in the Bay 
Beach area of Fort Erie but 
were called back. 

They also stood down later 
in the day when boats from 
the Fort Erie fire department 
were able to rescue at least
